Churchill Warns World 
Britain Will Never Give 
Up Battle Against Nazis 


Prime Minister Places British Casualties At 
30,000 Killed, Wounded Or Missing— 
All Channel Ports Left Unusable 


LONDON, June 4.—Prime Minister Churchill told a 
questioner in the House of Commons today it might be 


convenient to hold a secret session of the House next 
Tuesday to consider home defence against any imminent 
German attack. 


LONDON, June 4—Prime Minister 
Churchill declared today that all the 
channel ports now are in German hands 
and warned that “We must expect an- 
other blow to be struck almost immedi- 
ately at us or at the French.”

LONDON, June 4.—Britain will never surrender and 
never give up the struggle against German tyranny, Prime 
Minister Churchill warned the world today from the ancient, 
lofty House of Commons. 


“We shall go on to the end,” the prime minister de- 
clared. “We shall fight in France, we shall fight on the 
seas and oceans, we shall fight with growing confidence 
and growing strength in the air. We shall defend our is- 
land, whatever the cost may be. 


“We shall fight onthe beaches, we shall fight on the 
landing grounds, we shall fight in the fields and streets and | 
in the hills. 


Empire Across Seas Will Carry On 


“We shall never surrender and even if, which I do not 
for a moment believe, this island, or even part of it, is sub- 


jugated and starving, then our Empire across the sea, arm- | 


ed and guarded by the British fleet, will carry on the strug- 
gle until, in God’s good time, the new world, in all its strength 
and might, sets forth to the rescue and liberation of the old.” 


In probably the finest speech of his career—several 
old members said it was the finest delivered in the House 
in years and years—Mr. Churchill announced that 30,000 
men of the British Expeditionary Force were killed, 
wounded or missing. 


But in the “miracle of delivery,” 335,000 men of the Bri- 
tish and French armies had been evacuated from Flanders. 


But he warned that “wars are not won by evacuations.” 
It was a tremendous effort and a great victory to snatch so 
many men from the jaws of death, but Britain and France 
had suffered ‘a colossal military disaster” on the field of 
battle. That must not be forgotten; it must not be mini- 


mized. 


Extension Of Military Strength Delayed 


Britain had lost enormous quantities of material, guns 
and transport vehicles, The effort to make up this loss “will 
delay expansion of our military strength” and he implored 
the people of the United Kingdom never to cease their efforts 
and their exertion, and to work day and night and on Sun- 
day. 


The result of the Flanders campaign was to leave 
France weakened, Belgium lost, large industrial and min- 
ing areas in German hands, the Channel ports are held by 
the Nazis, and Britain is facing invasion. 


The Prime Minister told the House that the British gov- 
ernment is strengthening the defences of this country in 
every direction and preparing to fight, “if necessary for 
years, if necessary alone.”

How Freemen Fight 


None but those who went through the 
inferno can hope to comprehend the condi- 
tions which prevailed in Dunkirk during 
the evacuation of the Flanders army; the 
courage and skill of the airmen, naval men 
and merchant seamen who made the eva- 
cuation possible; or the unshakeable devo- 
tion of the rear guard troops who held 
back the enemy while the army was em- 
barking. Nor the suicidal heroism of the 
little garrison in the citadel at Calais. 

Against thése men perverted ingenuity 
and scientific savagery turned all the im- 
plements of modern war as these have 
never been turned against men in any 
other part of the world. And they “stuck.” 
Not only in individual cases, or in groups, 
but in thousands. That is the significant 
fact. It was a mass demonstration of 
what the freemen of the democratic coun- 
tries can and will do, They may be killed; 
they cannot be stampeded or conquered. 


‘Not Catching Up 


The number of building permits issued 
in Edmonton during May broke all month- 
ly records for ten years. Included in the 
list were permits for one hundred new 
dwelling houses—which probably also set 
up a new long time record. 

This addition to Edmonton living- 
quarters will not of course make up any 
part of the existing shortage of accom- 
modation. At the rate the city is growing, 
enough people will come in during the 
year to fill two or three times this num- 
ber of houses. At best the May permits 
represent only a good instalment on the 
amount of new accommodation that will 
be required to house the new-comers of 
the year. 

If this emphasizes the need of far 
more construction than is yet taking 
place, it equally emphasizes the point that 
building houses in Edmonton should be a 
profitable investment for a long time to 
come. 

Judged by the conditions which exist 
in other cities, by the conditions which 
used to exist here, by the impossibility of 
strictly enforcing sanitary regulations, 
there is a standing opportunity in this city 
for the employment of large amounts of 
capital in providing additional living 
space, with practically no danger that the 
thing will be overdone. 


The Country That Disarmed 


Those with good memories will recall 
that some years ago Denmark set Europe 
an example in disarmament. It was an- 
nounced that the Danish army would be 
reduced to the proportions of a police 
force, as a matter of public policy. This 
was done. As a consequence Denmark 
was occupied by the army of the Fuehrer 
with almost no opposition, the only skir- 
mish reported being the result of a misun- 
derstanding. 

Had Denmark been prepared to fight, 
its fate would probably have been the 
Same. It could not hope, without active 
and large-scale assistance from the Allies, 
to seriously challenge the might of its 
powerful neighbor. Recognition of its help- 
less position was no doubt the factor 
which led years ago to the adoption of 
what was virtually a non-resistance pol- 
icy, coupled with a vain hope that Ger- 
many would not again launch a war of 
conquest, 

But what has happened to Denmark 
will do nothing to convince other Euro- 
pean countries that they too should have 
disarmed, or should disarm in future. For 
the time Denmark has ceased to exist as 
an independent country. Should Germany 
win, it will undoubtedly be formally an- 
nexed to the Reich. If it is rescued from 
that fate, this will be because other coun- 
tries did not follow its well-meant but too 
trustful lead.

For this as yet bootless success, a 
terrific price was paid. German losses are 
placed at a half million men since the raid 
into Holland and Belgium, a thousand or 
more airplanes, a still greater number of 
tanks and enormous stores of equipment 
and supplies of all kinds. While these are 
estimates only, they are made by those in 
position to guess with fair accuracy, and 
the figures may as easily be below the 
mark as over it. 

It is rather obvious that Herr Hitler 
hoped by this offensive to deal the Allies 
such a shattering blow that Mussolini 
would feel it safe to come to his assistance 
and help with the mopping-up operations. 
The non-belligerency of the _ bellicose 
Benito has been a sign known and read 
of all men that he was not sure Adolf 
could win. Perhaps the outcome has re- 
solved the doubts of Il Duce on that point, 
but the probability is he is still asking 
himself when the mopping-up is to start, 
and which side will be doing it when it 
does start. 


The Canadian Legion convention at 
Montreal was told that an agent of the 
Nazi government who carried on propa- 
ganda work in Alberta was arrested “‘on 
the complaint of German families” he had 
tried to pervert, and is now in an intern- 
ment camp. Incidents of this kind should 
be taken into account when sweeping 
allegations of treasonable intent are made 
against Canadians of German origin. 


Vancouver police report they have 
found no evidence of incendiarism having 
been responsible for the burning of four 
boat building and repair plants on the 
waterfront there. The fire, they say, was 
caused by spontaneous combustion of in- 
flammable materials. That two of the 
plants were engaged in Government work 
led to widespread suspicion that enemy 
agents might have been to blame. The re- 
port of the police investigators should be 
noted particularly on that account. In the 
present strained state of popular feeling 
it is important that suspicion be promptly 
dismissed when it is shown to be un- 
founded.

British statesmen have been reproved, by 
correspondents in the British commonwealth 
overseas, for emphasizing the European aspect 
of allied war aims. 

The reproof is fair. It is not merely to alter 
the map of Europe that Great Britain and her 
allies of the empire are resolved to win the war 
again Nazi Germany at whatever cost. Their 
cause and their objectives are world-wide. 

Yet, although over-emphasis of the need for 
building a new order, specifically in Europe is 
to be regretted, it !s wholly natural. The foe 
whom we fight is a European power. The occa- 
sion of the war was an act of flagrant aggres- 
sion in Europe. In Europe, as this is being 
written, lie all the theatres of active land war- 
fare. 

Again, when we come to express our war 
aims in concrete terms, we must needs begin 
with the liberation of European 
states enslaved to Nazi Germany 
—Czecho-Slovakia, Poland, Den- 
mark, Norway. At this stage, 
it is hard to express other war aims with half 
such sharp definition, 

The defeat of Nazi Germany in Europe, 
moreover, is the condition precedent of achiev- 
ing our war aims in the wider world. Until the 
nightmare dread of attack by Hitler and his 
hordes has been rinsed from the consciousness 
of Europe (including therewith Great Britain 
and Ireland), there will be neither the cash nor 
the opportunity for the larger effort that we 
burn to make towards world-wide economic and 
political progress. 

The world order waits on European order. 
Nor should the extra-European peoples, fight- 
ing side by side with Great Britain and France, 

be aggrieved that this is so, or com-

ations of the good life as 
nations and citizen-states of the world, but the 
chance to go on building the super-structure. 

The Britisn Commonwealth is fighting for a 
chance to work out its own destiny, as a com- 
munity of nations rasing severally and jointly 
to greater economic welfare and political stature. 
The new world order, which we hope to fertilize 
with the ashes of the old order in Europe can 
be expressed in those very terms.

On This Date

Twenty-five years ago Mr. Robert Laird Bor- 
den was finding out that he had a very trouble- 
some member of his cabinet family in the person 
of Genera! Sam Hughes, his minister of militia. 
Early in June, 1915, the prime minister was so 
worried over charges of improper transactions 
in war materials that he commissioned Chief 
Justice Sir Charles P, Davidson of Montreal] to 
inquire into the whole question of war pur- 
chases. Hughes took this as a reflection both 
upon himself and upon his administration, and 
released a quantity of the vitriolic language for 
which he was noted. Sir Robert wrote in his 
memoirs: 

“On June 2, I had a complaint from the gov- 
ernor-general with regard to the conduct of 
Genera] Hughes, On June 5, I had to take up 
with Hughes his extraordinary ebullitions (there 
had been a further outburst on June 4). On 
June 10 my diary contains the following: 

“‘Sharp reproof to Hughes for insolent lan- 
guage to H.R.H. concerning telegram to Kitch- 
ener. He was much cut up when I spoke to him 
in afternoon over the telephone he broke down 
and wept. Most mercurial!’” 

“Mercurial” was a modest description of the 
war minister's temperament. His whole soul was 
in his job; he would brook no interference with 
his plans; and often reverted to the sort of lan- 
guage which he used to Genera] Hutton, then 
commanding the militia and who had refused 
Sam permission to go to South Africa in 1899. 
Hughes, then of course a private member, let 
loose a torrent of “language” worthy of his 
North of Ireland ancestors, and then slipped 
aboard the transport and served in South Africa 
despite Hutton’s ban. Sometimes he did not 
realize in the later years when he was directing 
our first war effort that sometimes a curb must 
be put on the tongue. Still, in spite of his tem- 
perament, Sam Hughes was the right man in the 
right place in 1914, and to him belongs the credit 
for the quick mobilization of the first C.E.F.

In 
that case, less interest will be paid than the 
three per cent on the bonds that run to maturity. 

It is of more assistance to the government, 
and better for those who buy these bonds, if 
they are paid at the end of the term. But it 
will be reassuring to many people, who wish to 
help win the war in any way they can but who 
might be afraid to tie up their money for seven 
years, to know that, in case of necessity, they 
can obtain it, with interest probably quite equal 
to bank interest—Winnipeg Free Press. 


The Churches and the War 


“Make no mistake, if the evil forces now 
threatening us have their way, we will witness 
a ‘blackout’ of all that we hold dear as Chris- 
tians,” emphatically declared Dr. John W. Wood- 
side, moderator of the United church, speaking 
to the Saskatchewan conference. ». « “Our 
cause, we are sure, is just and right. The issue 
is neither of our making or our seeking. It has 
been forced upon us... . The United Church of 
Canada will continue to serve in every way that 
lies open to her. Every resource at her disposal 
will be used to strengthen the high resolve of 
our people, and of those with whom we are asso- 
ciated to preserve the priceless treasures which 
are dearer than life itself.” 

The moderator of the United church, too, has 
just been party to another striking pronounce- 
ment in church circles on the war. This is a 
joint statement issued by the heads of the 
Church of England in Canada, the Baptist con- 
vention of Ontario and Quebec, the Presbyter- 
jan Church in Canada, and the United church. 
“We believe,” said the statement, “that our cause 
is the cause of Christian civilization, and that 
divine power and guidance will be given to win 
the victory, however hard the road we must 
travel. And we call upon all to whom God and 
righteousness are the supreme realities of life to 
give themselves to this sacred cause with single- 
ness of purpose—grudging no sacrifice—which 
will secure for us and our children the precious 
things won for us in the sacrifice of our fathers.” 

Here are ringing pronouncements, gratifying 
to all Canadians that will further strengthen 
the nation’s resolve for more trying days that 
probably lie ahead.—Regina Leader-Post. 


The Home Front 


Perhaps, at long last, Canadian citizens, in 
the great majority, are aware that this country 
is at war and that it is a totalitarian war, which 
means that we are in it inescapably with “all 
we have and are.” The aspect of the evolution 
of pre-war events, which was so deeply disturb- 
ing to observers of those developments who 
could appraise their significance and which in 
retrospect is so maddening, was the impossibil- 
ity of awakening the governments of the de- 
mocracies or the people themselves to the cer- 


,tainties of the future unless necessary counter- 


measures were taken. 

That the Nazi movement was revolutionary 
and bound to express itself in internal violence 
(which was immediately displayed) and in ex- 
ternal aggression (promptly resorted to when 
needed to keep the movement alive), and that 
Europe could not exist half free and half totali- 
tarian, was a fact which should have been patent 
to all observers. But, as we now know only too 
bitterly, those who were ijn positions of power 
and responsibility in practically all the allied 
countries could not or would not see it, with the 
result that the public in all these countries, when 
suddenly plunged into war, was mentally un- 
prepared to recognize the full implications of 
what modern war would mean to the individual. 

If this was the case in Great Britain, it was 
still more difficult here in Canada for the ordin- 
ary citizen, going about his daily work, to real- 
ize that he was himself individually at war and 
that the consequences to him might be calami- 
tous. 

That the country was at war; that it was 
rightly at war; that this would involve partici- 
pation in the war with men and treasure; that 
there would be a heavier burden of taxation— 
these realities and others akin to them were 
accepted in a mood of rather grim acquiescence. 
But al] these things were matters for the gov- 
ernment. It would do what was necessary, with 
some prodding from an alert opposition. In due 
time—there was general agreement that it would 
be a long and somewhat leisurely war—as the 
result of these sacrifices, the inevitable and sat- 
isfactory end would be reached. 

This complacency—this is the word that fits 
and it is being applied relentlessly to the atti- 
tude of governments and individuals alike—has 
everywhere been destroyed; and has been re- 
placed by an awareness of the danger of the sit- 
uation, the need for prompt measures, the pres- 
sure of time, the desperate issues that are in 
balance. 

Now that Canadians have awakened to the 
realities, they ought to understand that the 
strategy of the allied powers is to foil the efforts 
of the Nazis to effect a sudden decision by total! 
violent war, and thereafter by slow accretions of 
strength, by courage, patience and endurance 
to so change the balance that victory will be ulti- 
mately attained.

The patient with a “nervous 
heart,” or with “nervous heart 
trouble,” is said to have a cardiac 
neurosis. 

In this condition the functioning 
of the heart is upset, although the 
heart itself is organically sound. 
One of the symptoms commonly 
complained of is pain through the 
left side of the chest. In fact, in 
these purely nervous cases, there 
may be more pain than in a more 
serious case involving actual dam- 
age to the heart structure. 

Nervous stress or strain, emo- 
tional stress, mental over-work, and 
fatigue may increase the symptoms 
experienced by the patient. An- 
other common sympton is a change 
in the regular, even beating of the 
heart. The usual change is a rapid 
beating of the heart or tachycardia. 
The patient may say the heart races 
or pounds, or he may say he feels 
the heart throb in the ears, or that 
he feels the heart make a loud 
thump. Naturally, he is frightened 
by these findings, which seem to 
have the utmost reality and the 
more scared he becomes, the worse 
the heart misbehaves. 

It is characteristic of these ner- 
vous cases that the symptoms may 
come on when the patient is at rest. 

A thorough physical examination 
is needed in these nervous heart 
cases. When the examination is 
carefully given by a doctor in whom 
the patient has utter confidence, 
there is a double benefit. First, the 
patient becomes convinced that the 
heart itself is sound, by reason of 
its having been found so during ex- 
amination. Second, this finding in 
itself reassures the patient and gives 
him back his confidence in his 
heart. 

The treatment of nervous heart 
conditions is as variable as the 
number of patients—each one being 


treatment designed to fit his needs 
alone, In the milder cases, as soon 
as the patient learns his heart is 
normal organically, and that he is 
not in any danger of falling dead, 
a great many of the symptoms may 
disappear. If the patient can re- 
ceive help by talking over his emo- 
tional life with a wise and under- 
standing physician or psychologist, 
then he will probably be able to 
straighten himself out. 

In the more severe cases, good 
physical Gare of the body, joined to 
psycho-therapy as practiced by a 
psychologist or psychiatrist, will in 
all probability produce the desired 
result of freedom from the annoy- 
ing symptoms of nervous heart 
trouble. In these severe cases the 
patient generally needs psychologi- 
cal help before he untangles the 
emotional snarl] which got him into 
trouble.

OTTAWA, June 4.—Aftér west- 
ern members of all parties un- 
Successfully tried to have the 
whole question of western farm 
debt reviewed by the Commons 
agricultural committee, the House 
of Commons last night gave third 
reading to a government bill 
which would make the Farmers’ 
Creditors Arrangement Act again 
operative in Manitoba. The act, 
Still In force in Saskatchewan and 


Alberta, became inoperative in 
Manitoba last June 30, 
The measure was given final 


Yeading only after nearly a dozen 
members urged reconsideration of 
the basic debt legislatich so “anom- 
alies’ could be corrected and the 
bill be made thoroughly effective 
@s an instrument of debt adjust- 
ment, 


MOVED BY LIBERAL 

Reference of the act to a commit- 
tee was proposed by R. T. Graham 
(Lib, Swift Current) after Hon. J. 
L. Ralston, minister of finance, held 
out of order a proposed amendment 
by T. C, Douglas (C.C.F.«Weyburn) 
providing for rehearing of a ll ad- 
justments made before Dec. 1, 1936 


“As long as present conditions 
exist, we must have debt adjust- 
ment legislation,” declared Victor 
Quelch (N.D. Acadia). If there 
was not effective Dominion legis- 
lation, the provinces would act, 
which would merely complicate 
the situation, 

“If we're going to keep the young 
men’ on the farms in western Can- 
ada, we've got to show them some 
way of solving the debt problem,” 
Mr. Douglas said. 

In proposing his amendment, 
which was ruled out of order, Mr. 
Douglas submitted adjustments 
made by the first board had been 
much harder on the farmer than 
after 1936. In the last two years the 
board had done an excellent job but 
reductions in the first two years 
were inadequate. 

In addition to that, conditions had 
grown worse, western agricultural 
income in 1937 being only 60 per

Parisians Laugh In Face 
Of Air Raid Danger 
Says Duff Cooper 


PARI6, June 4—Alfred Duff 
Cooper, British minister of in- 
formation, said yesterday in a 
broadcast after the air raid on the 
French capital that France is not 
afraid of the German invacer and 
that Parisians laughed in the face 
of danger. 

“My visit to Paris has coincided 
with the most important air raid 
that has been made on Paris,” he 
said. “Perhaps the Germans heard 
how beautiful Paris was 
and, determined as they are to 
stamp out beauty in this world, 
they looked on Paris on this June 
morning as the most desirable ob- 
jective.” 

Mr. Duff Cooper described how 
he was at a hotel just about to sit 
down to lunch with 30 distinguished 
guests including French officials, 
the British Ambassador, and others, 
when the raid occurred. 

“During the interval, I had not 
noticed on a single face, or in the 
bearing of a single individual, the 
slightest trace of alarm or conster- 
nation. Nor was it only the small 
company with whom I was lunch- 
ing that maintained their calm, 1 
have since seen an eye-witness of 
the raid in the suburbs. He tells 
me that he stood in a bomb crater 
and spoke to cheerful working girls 
on their way back to their after- 
noon shift,
